Tur whole civilised world will re- 
_ ceive: with feelings of sincere regret 
the sad news of the death of Gene- 
_ral Garfield, President of the United 
States of America, which arrived here 
by telegram from London late last 
night. It will be remembered that 
on the morning of July 2nd, Pre- 
sident Garfield whilst waiting for the 
train at the Baltimore and Potomac 
depét in Washington, was shot at 
twice, and desperately wounded bya 
Chicago attorney, named Charles 
Guiteau. Following shortly after 
the assassination of. the Czar of 
Russia, the dastardly attempt on the 
life of the Chief Magistrate of the 
* United States caused’ a great sensa- 
‘ tion-throughout the world, and al-. 


though -it was authoritatively stated |- 


that the object of the crime was in 
no way connected with’ political 
“matters, an uneasy feeling was en- 
gendered in all the Courts, of Europe, 
which still exists. Although the 
wounds of the President were des- 
cribed as of an exceedingly danger- 
* ous character, it was at.one time 
confidently believed that his natural- 
. ly robust constitution and ‘splendid 
‘physique would enable him: to suc- 
cessfully pull through, and even in 
the face of frequent relapses it was 
announced more than once by his 


medical attendants that he was out | 


of danger. On the 13th instant 
we. published a telegram from 
London stating that President Gar- 
field had sufficiently recovered to be 
‘removed to Long Branch, and not- 
¢ withstanding the conflicting messages 
_as to his actual progress towards re- 
covery received by every mail, it was 
generally believed that he was at 
last on his way to convalescence. : It 
was not'to be,. however, “ and the 
United States will receive the sincere 
sympathies of all civilised nations at 
the great loss she has sustained by 
the untimely. death of one of her 
greatest citizens. The sympathetic 
interest evinced by all the Crowned 
Heads of Europe, and by statesmen 
of every country and every conceiv- 
ableshade of political opinion, during 
the late President's illness, must have 


shown the citizens of the United} 


States the friendly ‘feelings which 
exist amongst other nations for the 
present and future welfare of Great 

~ Republic. 
’ The American Corisulate will be 
draped in mourning out of respect 

~ to the momory of the deceased, and 


the whole of the vessels in harbour 
are flying their flags half-mast high. 
The Royal Standard is ‘flying half- 
mast at Government House, ad at | League Club, 


and foreign Consulates the same 
mark of respect has been paid to the 
mighty dead, : 

_ We are indebtod to the courtesy 
of Colonel’ Mosby, United States 
Consul at this port, for the following 
bricf but interesting sketch of. the 
late President :— _ 


President Garfield, who was in the. 
50th year of his age, was a general in 
the Union Army during the Civil War, 
and in 1803 was elected a member of 
the Lower House of. Congress, wherd 
“he soon rose to be a leader, being.the 
Chairinan of its most important Com- 
mittes on appropriation ; and he was 
serving in Congress when nominated 
at. Chicago, in June, 1880, by the 
national Republican party, as its 
candidate for President, He had, 
during the previous winter, been uo- 
minuly elected U8. Senator by the 
Legislatare of Ohio, bat, as the term, 
did not begin till the 44th of March, 
1881, had not ‘taken. his seat in the 
Senate, In the November following 
‘his nomination, General Garlield was 
elected President of the United States, 
and on the 2nd of July last was shot 
ata railroad depdt by a lunatic, the 
wounds resulting in death as recorded 
above. ( 
a humble position when .young, as 
during his boyhood he’ was employed 
in chopping wood at 25 cents a day. 
and he also drove a mulo on a towpath 
hauling a canal-boat. We rapidly ad- 
vanco himself in learning by alterna.- 
toly working and going to school, at 
the same time supporting his widowed 
mother who now survives him. By 
close study and Lard work, the deceased 
President soon Vecame an eminent 
scholar, and graduated at Williams 
College, Massachusctts. General Ger- 
ficld’s mother was the only one who 
ever witnossod a son elocted Pre- 
sident of the United States; when, 
on the 44h -ef Mareh, he took ..the 
‘oath of office, standing, on the east 


of assembled thousands, she stood just 
behind him ; and, when ho had kissed 
tho Bible in the hands of the Chiof 
Justice, he turned and kissed his aged 
mother. As has beon said, the late 
President’s mother survives him, but 
she could have little thought when 
proudly witnessing her son’s eleva. 
tion to the highest position he could 
attain, that in so short a time a ling 
from Gray’s “Elegy” wonld apply to 
him:— , : 
“The paths of glory lead but tothe graye.” 
General Chestot A. Arthur, who now 
succeeds to the Chief Magistracy of tho 
United States, was born in Albany in 
1831, and is consequontly in his oth 
year, precisely the age of the late 
Presideut, He was educated in Union 
Colloze, Schenectaly, whero.he ex- 
celled in all branches of stndy. After 
his gradation at tho University, he 
entered the Albans Law Sebool, which is 
a branch of the college, and was almited 
to the bar at an early age. Me, Ar- 
thar ‘always took an active part in poli- 
ties, his political life beginning when, 
ada boy of L4, he proclaimed himself 
a membor of the Whig party. Daring
